Rifle Shooting Ranges for the Interior. 

BV C. HUNKY. 

1 have always supposed the fascination of Field Sports, lay not in man's 
inherent cruelty, in his thirst for blood; your true sportsman is nevercruel, 
(many tender-hearted people to the contrary notwithstanding) but in the 
sense of power appealed to. Here comes a wild creature, skimming the 
ground fleeter than the wind, or cutting the air at the rate of a mile a min¬ 
ute, or charging and crashing, threatening your life, and if you are skill¬ 
ful, quick and steady enough, you may show that lightning speed, and 
strength scarcely to be conceived, avail naught against the powerful devi- 
vices of the weakest slowest animal of them all. 

It has always seemed to me that this sense of power must be very fully 
gratified by the use of the rifle. It throws its missile with so much force 
that it commands a wide sweep for its domain. At long distances it must 
be employed, at short ones it is not useless. 

The'training of cye’and hand and the various muscles and nerves of the 
body necessary to pass through in order to acquire skill with this weapon, 
is of great value. There being only one misBile scut at once, no “ Pretty 
nearly on the object ” style of shooting will answer, ns a rule. Care must 
be used; and judgment of distance, wind, even light and shade, finds a 
field for exercise. 


One of the strongest arguments for acquiring skill with the rifle, espec¬ 
ially at long range, is a patriotic one. To be able in an emergency to call 
upon its citizens for soldiers, and know that the demand will be responded 
to by thousands of skilled marksmen, ready trained, and that too, at then- 
own expense, is an advantage to a government not to be overestimated, in 
the ancient Limes, when contests, were decided, by archery, England’s 
strength lay in the fact that a call to arms was answered by a gathering 
together of men who had no need of especial training before they could 
take the field, for not one day in their lives had gone by without practice 
in the use of the great national weapon the long-how. 

The style of warfare, according to the highest authorities, is tending 
away from the mass to the individual; looking less upon men ns mere ma¬ 
chines, and more upon them as reasoning beings, instead of piling them 
together to be mowed by artillery, it would send them out well separated, 
bidding them take advantage of every protection afforded by the nature of 
the country, and advance with caution, instead of rash boldness. In a 
a word, to make sharpshooters of them. 

The value of marksmen was recognized by our Government during the 
late war; companies of sharpshooters being allowed, in comparison with 
other troops, privileges. No country could have a better bulwark of de¬ 
fense than a nation of riflemen. 

There are members of the community to whom taking the lives of birds for 
practice, as in pigeon shooting front traps, appears cruel, hut they find no 
such fault with riflc-paactiee where the target is inanimate, nor indeed 
could they. 

Some of these are utilitarians looking with no favorable eye upon Field 
Sports in general. But in a skill which helps protect the nation they see 
something practical. It would scent a trifle behind the times to sportsmeu 
in some sections of the country, Eastern and Middle slates for example, 
for one to attempt to convince them of the value of rifle shooting. Their 
answer would be short and to the point: 11 Go visit t reedmoot and our other 
ranges.’’ But wc of the interior who love the gun, arc, the majority or us, 
inflated with it in its unrifled form, and need occasionally, to look over the 
claims the rifle should have on our attention. 

The advance, made in rifle shooting during Urn past lew years in this 
country is a matter of congratulation to us, ami of favorable comment by 
other nations. It is only a short lime since any well organized dibit for the 
encouragement of rifle shooting was inaugurated in the l". tv, and now what 
do wc find in the way of results ?

does not become too eager and get wild; teach him here by persistent 
practice to range close, never more than forty yards, most of the time less. 
With these principles taught, it is time to take him after game, that he 
may apply them. Take your gun, and at the first rise, shoot the bird, and 
command your spaniel to be careful; do not let him get anxious for the 
bird and break his charge. Now he must retrieve the bird without ruffling 
a feather, and lay it at your feet; ho looks up to see if it is done satisfac¬ 
torily; a caress now will not hurt him any, and he will start of!' with much 
vim for the next bird. If you have a spaniel broken thus in every partic¬ 
ular, you have a jewel of great price, likely of no price to yotP if a true 
sportsman. As to what particular branch of sport this little animal is 
best adapted, 1 would suggest woodcock shooting in cover, quail shooting 
in cover ; most of all ruffed grouse or partridge shooting, also the native 
hare, vulgarly termed rabbit, may be hunted to advantage with the spaniel. 
They may also be used with good results in inland duck shooting, being of 
much service in retrieving the dead birds. It is a well known fact that 
many more ruffed grouse can be bagged over a genuine Cocker Spaniel than 
over the best of well trained pointers and setters, with but few exceptions. 

One great advantage in covert shooting, gained by the use of the spaniel 
is, that not the least bunch of brush, the smallest bush, or even stumps of 
old trees overgrown with rubbish escapes his untiring vigilance ; bravely 
facing the most lacerating thorns that would turn the most courageous 
pointer, be enters it, being protected by the shagginess of his coal. His 
delight is in threadiug the steepest ravines or working the most impassible 
cover. In woodcock shooting, the spaniel proves superior to the Better on 
account of wovking the ground closer and always Hushing close shots. He 
will take the brush alone and leave his masters outside in commanding po¬ 
sition of the cover. He proves efficient in the swampy ground which this 
bird frequents. In quail shooting, they are next to indispensable, as it is 
a known peculiarity of this bird to betake itself to the thickest neighbor¬ 
ing cover on being Hushed the first time. From this it is often impossible 
to dislodge them with sellers, so close do they lie and so light the scent 
they give off. But not so with our little spaniel ; in he goes, and roots 
about until the last bird is driven out, because he leaves no inch of ground 
unnosed. These dogs being of so much intelligence, are, as a natural re¬ 
sult, easy and quick to learn. They make one of the finest companions, 
and are easily taught numerous tricks and pastimes. 

It is believed, with the increasing demand for these dogs, that sportsmen 
are more generally appreciating their use. It is hoped, by means of judi¬ 
cious importations and proper breeding, that they will soon rank second to 
□oue us a sporting dog of high order among all appreciating American and 
Canadian sportsmen. Let him be properly educated and treated, and his 
maBter will not be first to turn him out the kennel. Exceptions, of course, 
there arc in all cases ; but to all sportsmen wishing advancement and im¬ 
provement, I would suggest his introduction.

Mau#y, Go., Tknx., Jan’y 28, 1875. 

Editor Field —Dear Sir: The remarks of your kennel editor in your 
last issue in his article "On the Choice of a Dog," in which he advocates 
the claims of the female, are pertinent and to the point, but I do not think 
he goes far enough. He says, “which is the least trouble, to keep a dog 
pastured six mouths or six weeks.” We say, why the trouble in this way 
at all? The spaying of the animal is a simple and easy operation, and 
does not inflict great pain, or trouble the bitch but u few days, and re¬ 
lieves the owner entirely of all the trouble attending this periodical fever¬ 
ish excitement. The argument that her tendency to obescity disqualifies 
her for active work is simply rediculous, as I have had numerous examples 
under my own observation of the superior qualities of the spayed bitch, 
one of which probably came under his observation also, I refer to Mr. 
Lelan’s "Bailie;' 1 noted for her great speed and endurance, even in the hot¬ 
test work for the ruffed grouse on the Bummer prairies. Any one at all 
familiar with hunting dogs knows how easily you can run off any surplus 
flesh; and also how readily the canine tribe, under liberal feeding, whether 
dog or bitch, will take on fat. By all means give me the fat dog in the 
commencement of the season, to work the flesh off and harden the muscle 
rather than the lean oue to fatten and work bard at the same time. The 
spayed bitch is always ready for work, always at home, and I think lasts 
longer because her constitution and vigor are never impaired or reduced 
from material trouble. One of the best packs of fox bounds in our section 
is composed principally of spayed bitches. This, of course, to gentlemen 
who want n good dog foi hunting purposes, and do not care to engage in 
breeding, even to perpetuate the excellences of his canine servant. Let us 
hear from him on this subject.

Muzzling Ferrets. 

In answer to Fred Mather, we never have used muzzles in any place 
where I have shot rabbits in England, and that is over a great portion of it, 
although I have seen them huugiug up at the keeper's, but they did not use 
them, partly for the reason that, if made secure, they bothered the ferrets. 
1 am Borry I cunuot give him the information required, us, never having 
used them, or seen them used, I did not particularly notice them. It he 
thinks the stitches are cruel let him do as the women do their ears, have 
their tips properly pierced and two small gold rings put in, turning them 
round every day, the holes will by this means be kept open, the sides heal 
ing; leaving the holes there always ready for the threads. 1 have seen this 
done many a time. 1 have used the thread as I described before, for 
years, and never found it hurl them iu the least, no swelling or inflamma¬ 
tion in the least degree perceptible, and it did not seem to incommode them, 
the ferrets not even flinching, unless a blunt or round needle was used, 
which ought never to be done. With regard to Fred’s large ferrets, if not 
bothered by roots in the burrows, aud he tries the thiu cord, he will find 
it easy to pull ferret and rabbit out together, the big oues having the 
strength to do it. Should l ever tiud myself within a reasonable distance 
of Honeoyc Falls 1 will certainly accept his kind invitation aud pull his 
latchstring, whether after a snow or before, but, as 1 cuiiuol go at present, 
I for one should very much like to road an account of a day’s .-.port, as they 
doit up there.

Fish Culture. 


An effort is being made to introduce salmon and trout into the rivers of 
the Cape of Good Hope. The warm temperature of the water will prove 
the great obstacle in the way of the success of the enterprise. The lati¬ 
tude of the Cape is about the same as that of New South Wales, viz. : 
from 28 to 35 deg. south, but is much lower than the corresponding sections 
of the Northern Hemisphere, where trout and salmon generally occur. It 
has not yet been proved that salmon will live in the waters of the northern 
portion of New Zealand, although they lie south of 85 deg., and grave 
doubts are entertained as to their thriving in the still warmer climateB of 
the Cape.

HIDES, PELTS AND TALLOW. 


Seth Green, the pioneer fish culturist in this country, writes as follows to 
the New York Times: “Mr. M. A. Green, assisted by myself, has succeed¬ 
ed in inventinga new method for transporting and hatching nearlv all kinds 
of fish eggs. We have been experimenting for the last three years, and 
find that we can hatch one million fish eggs by using one pail of water 
daily. We have experimented on the following four kinds of fish spawn : 
namely, orook trout, salmon trout, salmon and white fish, and find it a 
perfect success. The temperature of your room can be so regulated that 
you ca hatch them from 50 to 150 days. We have carried 100,000 salmon 
trout spawn from the New York State Hatching House to the Pennsylvania 
State Hatching House at two different times—the first trip we haa seven¬ 
teen dead, and the second but two. By using this invention, and with 
proper management, spawn can be carried a 180 days'journey without any 
more loss than if they were in the hatching house, and they can be hatched 
in any spare room of your house, from the cellar to the garret by this same 
invention.” 


Suspended Animation by Frbezino.— In the aquarium in the windows 
of Messenger Brothers, 55 Bromfield street, arc four fine-looking smelt, 
swimming about as lively as the trout and other fish that keep them com¬ 
pany. These smelt were purchased in the market one day last week, 
frozen solid. When Messrs. Messenger bought them the dealer said they 
had been caught the previous day. The four frozen fish were thrown into 
the aquarium, aud in less than an hour wore apparently as happy as 
though never taken from the water .—Boston Pest.
